property does not pay 1ts just proportion of

o the question of usury. Wewaut to pluce
ourselves in o position whore wo cannot only
1oster but control the publie sc¢hools,”

A delegute from Iowa thought this should
be left with the committee on resolutions.

Mr, Westfall moved that s declaration be
sent out to all nlliances, asking them tosub-
seribi 1o the priveiples to be formulated by
the natiounl allitnee, and comwe togother in
oonvention at some future dute, Thoe motion
prevuilod,

Mr, Pratt of Nebraskn favored reportiug to
the convention.  He did not want any star
chamber commities report,

My, Shaver of lowa said that all the cour-
tosies of the floor would be extended to the
Ulineis gentlomen, and for this reason op-
posed the appointment of a committee,

My, Parrett of Ohiosaid: *We want to
meat those goutlemen on the rostrum and
judge for ourselves of the merits of thelr
plan. Then we can approve their course or
vote itdown.'!

He Urgea Reforms in Money, Land,
Transportntion and Other Matters,
Some tima before  the hour for convening

the delegates nss¢mbled o the council cham-

ber, whore Mr, Bushwall of Ohijo stated that
he would recoive subscriptions for the Na-
tlonal Stockman, of which he 1is the editor.

Mr. Ashby of Towa pussed arouad a clroular

deceripave of » book on furming,

At 2 o' clook Proedldent Powers
nreived and  soatsd himself In  the
vhair ustally ecouplod by President Tom
Lowry of the council. He immedintely
called tho convention to order and issuad an
wllet to oject nll interlopers, Thedoorkeoper
porformed s work and reportod that all of
those In the hall were tried aud true alliance
o,

Predioent Powors then statod that  ne had
not mad the programme and consequently
did not  know the order of business,
Several mombors tried to tuke advantege of
this Invk of knowledgo upon the part of the
presidont and dewanded the appolntment of
the cominitieos.

“1 win not reudy w appolot any commit-
tee, ' responded the prosidout,

“Then letus have the addroess,” exclaimed
& dozen members,

Secrctary Poat was called to the chalr, and
sloppiug down from the platform, Mr. Pow.
ers anoke as follows

Brothevs of the Naotlonal Alliance: The
maustrios of b country may be considered fin
two departments, Those that condist princl-
pally of tmaoual lnbor or that oceupation
wirleh may be supoessiully followed with but
little systomatio thought, wnd those which
depend for success ohlofly on systematic and
econtinued mental trajuing. It i3 true thst
the best mua noblest type of manhood and
woingnhood consists in o judicions combimn-
tion of those qualities, And the mental
gluut who towees above bis fellows by

s strongih of mind, bis clowmess of
logde or fliguts of gewios, 1if ho does net turn
theso qualitioations to some rrnﬂlml use, is
no more to be commended than the stupid-
brmined, hardauusclod athlete who, though
an adept in the sporting nrts of hil:'ha.l. ey
littho more semse than the brutes whosa
streneth and agllity be emuolates. The sctual
worth of industry or labor may be measured
by the setual produotion of the becessaries
or couforws of life which W briags forth,
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of the benefitsa to mankind which arises
from it A man way think as ocately aod
aot in as akiliful and shrewd n manwer to wb
o sufe or a rallway teain, or to gnin the ad-
vantage of his fellowmen In trade or bar-
paln as the bopeat farmer or mechanic n
their landable pyocations,  But while In the
ong case the whole effort Is to got possession
of that which rightfully belongs to stother,
by violenee aad feaud, the other tendd alto-
goether o lnemase  the  actonl wealtl lu the
world,  The one carns, while the other profits
by his eartiines,

The wetunl produser, [ thiok, Is the troe
worker. And industrinl orgauizations props
orly sponking, nre those whose fuom bars make
It a busioess, by their owa laborand thousght,
to change the powers  inn sibatances of
pature into that which may be of service and
Wt Lo,

The werdlingt on the eoatrary, While there
fa lnbor connocted with his ealling, doponils
mostly for bis profit and succoss on what is
called skill o trade, which, while il some-
times refors to using good judgmen & in reaard
to the time and price of his purchinses anag
siles, oftener refers 1o 6 faculty or skill of
buying at o lower, and sciling ot o higher
price thin justice would permit or honesty
wdmit of,

But the fael that many of our people aro
egaeed In ocoupations that wro in them-
selves mixed with evil, does mot rendor thosa
engaged in thom necessarily worse than other
men, nor remove them  from cliims to our
consideration. But it doos, and should rey-
der thom aneligible to membership in dis-
tinotively labor organizations, Thoe man who
earns onough broad for himsalf and family

by the sweat of his brow, aod in  ad-
dhition sarns  the blg profits of
tho successfiul  merchant, the usurious

Intereat for the prosperouns bankdr, the oxor-
Idtant rates for the raflroad compaoy and the
surplus of taxes to be sguandered by the cor-
rupt oMecholaer and politicinn, has some In-
terests thint are not shured by any of thesp
recipionts of his carnings and which can ouly
b sustained by such corabiuntion of strength
is ein only be obtalned by systematio orguns
Irations of those whose interests ure iaen-
Lical.

It wonld naturally follow from these
conslderitions that each sepirate branch
of lndustry ebould have [ts-  peparate
organization, The blacksmith has pooulioe
interests in relation  to  raw  material,
tools, ete, which are different from the ear-
penter, aud  both of these from the shoe-
maker, und so with all the difforout trades
aaid ocetipationy,  And all othets differ from
the tarmor in this, that whille people muy for
o time go barelooted or without shelter, the
products of the farm are absolutoly necessary
every day, anaall ths thme, for the very exist
anee of every momber of a civilized community.

But whie trades unions and Kuights of
Latbor assemblios are necessary in the citios,
and the farmers' alllinee and other ldodred
orgauizations are nedessary in the countey
there are Interests which are common to sl
these, and ror which some geueral organizn-
tion is absolutely nocessury,

Tho question of business co-operntion ona
sewle of natlonal magnitude is o wvery im-
portant one, and to be made productive of

iasting benefit, will require such enroful con-
sidiration nnd such elose and practicnl study
a8 ] have heen unable to give to the subject,
I would only sugigest that until such an ar
raggement of the industrios and business of
the conntry s made, thnt the productions of
tho labor of evory individual will add some-
Lhing to general comfort and prosperity,
there will be room for improvement In that
direetion,

But itis in relation of these organizutions
o government, that the groatest necessity for
cooperation  exists  No effoctve aremnge.
monts of nnationnl chnescter for the conduot
af the business industries of the country ean
be made, and prove of benefit, without boing
in effect laws of e organizstions which
adopt thom, And s0 1o prevent generial and
continuul confiet with the laws of the sov-
arnment, the government (tselfl must be cou-
trolled by these socioties,

How this can be sceomplishied, 1 think, s
tha most impornant gquestion which should be
considered at this scsslon of our wllinnoee,

Two genoral plins nt opee prosent them-
sclves o my miud for attainiog this object,
The first, that which has the sanction of the
politicnl ]llsLur,\' of Hur country and the preju-
dice arvising froor our own politleal educu-
tion. A new politie purty. Tha olher,
indopendont palitical actjon, which hus beon
partinlly, bat surprisinkly, succezsful in &
nimber of thoe states duridg she past years.

To the first propesition ham Juuidu:lly o

osed for the following reasons, wiz. first:
Such a political party is not wractleabls  for
industrial orgaujzations, Suct societies aim
atb reforms,  And althouxh a party formod by

“them might, and would atthe first, bo formed

on sueh principles as at the tima were advo-
aated by all, nwo such platform could be
adopted unless on such vague présantation of
principles ns would be of little practicul ben-
efit as an sssurande of whodesome palitienl
action, that would not In many parts soon be-
oome obsalete, nnd of no effect.,

Witness, tho two purties which have di-
vidod the governmoent during the last thirty
years,  Lach of them was formed ou prin-
aiples which wern deflnite and  practical ot
the time, but long ago they have boon lost
sight of, and !uutuus of toe contention be-
taveen them belng on prineiplo it ls a steifo as
to which cun the most successfully apply  all
tha deception und corruption  attending mod-
orn puillﬁu: o gain the spolls of office wud the
minugoment of the publie troasury.

It is mot possible 1o contine o political party

toany one cluss or condition in sogloty,
From motives ol prinmple or  polley, meu of
all classes would votg with the wew indus-
tridl party, for it would be large and powoer-
ful cnough to pe sought after ns the
possible winning  side, You could not
reject  the. vote of & man  becauso
he does not belong to  your soclety.
The result would be, your new party would
embrace bunkers, lawyers, professional pall-
ticians, men who arg not lutercsted In you,
m'{uur prosperity, exceptin sofar as your
political  trinmph  way give them o
power sud iafluonce over you and then hav-
Km o foothold in your party, they would soon
gl the asoendaney the sune  os they now
possess o tne old parties, and you would
railize you only bad thoeold party moachine
under 8 new name. In fact the essontial
andorlyiug principloof & potitienl varty s,
thnt those who wvote with yvou may be your
politicad musters and compel you to vote as
they dictate, or punish you with political
ostiacism and the party lasn,

I believe in plodges, 1 belleve men ought to
be willipg to p‘cdge themselves o ench other
to vore for good wen or good mensures ; but not
to vora for muen or msgsures because o mus
Jority of uny purty or class of mon may de-
mand it

Hut the important question is: How may
politteal ndependeuce be made sucoessful!

1npswor: Every new party ls. formed by
indopandent political actaon, and all that s
necessanry for {ts success is that its priveiples
should be neld by » mnjority of the volers of
the country or locality and that thoy bo en-
abled to pominate and concentrate their votes
on such men 08 are true 1o those princlples,

Now as suocess has Decen achloved in this
wiy in soveral instances, and that without
the md of any definite plan, but aristug as it
word on the spur of the moment 1t does seom
reoasonnble that by following  out & definite,
pluin system for such aetion every year that
suceess would be the rule aud uot the oxXoep
sion.

What is the reason that in every great
question of reform, or every measure for tha
public good which may be suggestod and
brought forwund it s so difficult vo get poo-
plo to vote togother! It is bectusoe they ave
arrayed ngainst each othor in existing polit-
weal partles und those parties will vot smues
tion such combination to sustain the princi-
ple s would be effective, but insist that thelr
numbers must be areayed against each othor
UIaJrlil'UHula lines,

Surely somo pettor way to reduce righteous
principles into legal enmctmonts way bo de-
wvised.

Permit me to suggest a plan for yonr con.
sideration. Lot tils allianee discuss and
agroe upon such measures as it shalk doem ex-

dient o form o basis  for  political sotion

or this yeur and next,  Plico this by corres-
pondence before the other grout industrial or-
gauizatious, sud with their conourrence let n
convention be called ut sompe central point for
the purpose of mmparinfz views aud finally
adopting w3 n natioual platiorm o conpise sot
of principles which can be cordiadly sup-
ported by all. Then publish them to “the
world and levthe remainder of the your be

There uro two ways in which this might be
necomiplishod, efthor of which wonld be far
telter than the prosent system, ‘Tho one, to
estlmate how anuch per eapita  would be
necessury to furnish a sufflelent supply for
the business of the people, and then to issue
thnt amount of exrrency aud apply It to the
cxpenses of the government, in the meantine
remitting government tax and dutios in o
corresponding amount,

The other, 1o issue such an amount ns will
be Just enough for tho  best infterests of the
pople and loaning to thom on good sceurity
without interest, such money as they nead in
tholr industries, lhinited in nmount w any one
individual,

T™he advoentes of the first plan seem to
overlonk the fact thatno adequate amount
could thus ba put o cireulation without
miking & complote change in our revenne
system necossury, 1o be followed o o short
tima by o recurrenee to the old method ; or
wdopting yet another untried method of sup-
porting the expenses of the goverument,

The metbod of lomung W the working
people without Interest ‘{ think the most
feasible nnd loast objeciionable. If money wus
thus furmshed by the government on a term
of fow years to individunls, but perpetaal 1o
the people, and absolutely without interost,
the hoarthioge of monsy would be stoppoed, ex-
cept It be fu the case of & few misers, and ull
the monoy fu tbho country would soon bein
arevlation.  In faot, the vory design of
monoy is opposed 1o secumulation by interesy
1t s only intended aod needed a8 o medium
of exchange, and should no more be subject
to necumiulation than an order on the bakger
for brond or on the grocer for sugar or coflee,

If & man 1s unableso  work ho ought to be
.-|u||km-1.n-d by law, But if ho is able 1o
work, the property which he inay hove aba
which rendws hln notonly indepoudent of
ald by law, but the less dependent on his own
Industry for support, should pever be mode n
means of oppressing his feillow men,  This
muy be avolded by tho goverament making
}wrp--tuul alternativg loans to the people, So
ongs ns the industries  and teade of the coun-
try ure condueted on the principles of compe-

titlon.  the power that  contrals tho
money of the natiom controls the na-
tion.  And when the people’s governmont

munafnetures wd furnishes to the people n
fixod amount of money por eaplta, sustains it
at that mitio and  keeps it all o elrenlation,
then, and not il thon, will labor aud  the
products of lubor recelve cortiin pdogquale
rowanrd,

On the guestion of transportation but one
solution of the difMeolties scoms to be loft us.
Antieipating the ntiompt of the people to cn-
force thelr demanad to bring the eilronds
under tho control of law, combinations nnd
consolidatious havo boeen effoeted w aim  at,
and bid fnie to pracieally apply o volicy whilch
shull enavle the conpanies or company (forl
think they arvo virtually now but ooo) to dle-
tate thelr own terms of aperation and rates
for service, or to subject the people of any
locality or of the wlole conntry to the nl}-
termntive of being deprived of ratlrond ser-
vice and thus stat™ them into  subjectipn,
There is but oneeffective remedy for this;
ana thatis forthe government, which has
wways admitted s oblicution te furnish
ways of tramsportation for tue people, by

Kiving to  corporations und indi-
viduals rivileges by charter to  pio-
vide an operate sueh ronuds, 1o

take them {nto Ita own hands and furnish
that service for its people which the corpors-
tions have Tailed to rondor, How this should
b bronght about, whoether by purdhise op
oonfiscation, 1 shall expect to hear discussod
by others before we close Lthis session,  Suf-
flee it to suy that it Is not consistent with
true patriotism to pormit an lostitution so
necessary to the geople 1o be vun and mon-
nged In such a manner 45 1o not only imipoy-
arish  them, but to endanger the safely
af the govornment itself. A prmm«f-
itated  econolvance of these  eompa-
niea  with forelgp fnvision, or domostic
insurrection wight easily place our govern-
moent At the merey of its enemivs, And the
spme disposition which leads them to rob the
people would lead them o pob or destroy the
governmont if they conecived it would be to
tholir advantage.

Loand reform is attended with as many dif-
fleulties as any guestion with which we have
todeal, How to preservo the vights of prop-
arty, the obligations of the governmenst, and
the mnatural rights of the tillers of the
soll, may well puzele the wisest philoso-

hera, 1t seems to me the only olear way is
or  government to  recognize  the Ciod-
glven right to the soil of those who tilljy
